2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 5 and 7 Is Indicated because the prior art of record does not show or suggest the 
heating output control part switches driving duty defined by rates of a driving period 

of the first switching element and a driving period of the second switching element, 
based on a detection output of the switching element temperature detecting part, so that 
the driving period of the first switching element and the driving period of the second 
switching element are inverted in length, and switches and controls the driving duty so 
that substantially the same heating output is obtained as recited in claims 5 and 7.
